Margolis, 
chairm an

organization 
Rural America, 
Inc. “There s a real vacuum in 
Washington. 
Many policies have 
been formed without taking rural 
needs into account.” 
-Soon, a parallel organization is 
to be set up to lobby in Congress 
and other government agencies for 
specific bills or positions 
Ultimately, says Margolis in an 
interview, he hopes regional 
groups will be established to ad­ 
vocate 
the 
needs 
of 
rural 
Americans at statfc and regional 
levels. 
In the two weeks since Rural 
America was established, several 
congressional com m ittees and 
federal agencies have asked it for 
information about 
rural 
needs. 
That is the kind of role Margolis 
envisions 
the 
organization 
ultimately flaying being “able to 
act as an ombudsman for many of 
the groups in rural America who 
need representation 
in 
various 
corridors of power in Washington.” 
These organizations seek to 
change the nations’ policies to

provide what delegates to last 
month's Rural America conference 
here say is much needed: equity 
for rural residents. 
Past national policies, indicates 
Margolis, have been based on the 
assumption that rural residents are 
nearly all farmers. But with the 
great decline in recent decades in 
the number of American farms, 
only 5 percent of rural residents 
today are farmers, says Margolis 
— himself a small-town resident 
but not a farmer. 


His organization wants to turn

rural Americans a fair share of 
te d era. funds — for housing, 
transportation, health education.

Margolis

Past federal policy has been 
kind of self-fulfilling,” Margolis 
says, accelerating the process of 
deterioration of small towns. He 
cites the bypassing of small towns 
by lederallv aided highways, 
federal permission to railroads to 
abandon small-town stops; the fact 
that although 60 percent of the 
inadequate housing in the nation,

here say is much needed: equity 
for rural residents. 
Past national policies, indicates 
Margolis, have been based on the 
assumption that rural residents are 
nearly all farmers. But with the 
great decline in recent decades in 
the num ber of American farms, 
only 5 percent of rural residents 
today are tanners, says Margolis 
—- himself a small-town resident 
but not a farmer. 


His organization wants to turn 
around 
government 
policies 
to 
recognize this change and give 
rural Americans a fair share of 
federal funds — for housing, 
transportation, health education. 
What 
Margolis 
seeks 
is 
what 
delegates 
to 
the 
conference 
demanded — that rural America be 
helped fairly by Uncle Sam to 
become a “ viable alternative” to 
city life, 
“Past federal policy has been 
kind of self-fulfilling,” Margolis 
says, accelerating the process of 
deterioration of small towns. He 
cites the bypassing of small towns 
by federally aided highw ays; 
federal permission to railroads to 
abandon small-town stops; the fact 
that although 60 percent of the 
inadequate housing in the nation, 
according to the Census Depart­ 
ment, is in rural areas, only 20 
percent of federal housing sub­ 
sidies 
are 
given 
rural 
corn­ 
in unties. 
His 
organization 
ultim ately 
lopes o convince the government 
to reverse these trends, providing 
to the country areas better trans­ 
portation; more housing, health, 
and education subsidies.
